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Mayor's Message 

Jeff Wennberg, Mayor 

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen 
and the Citizens of Rutland 

Fiscal 1994 represented a turning point in the 
history of the City of Rutland, It was this year 
that bricks and mortar proof of our ambitious 
redevelopment program finally arrived. 

Throughout the year, construction progressed 
at the new Price Chopper Super Store and State 
Office Building downtown, the new High 
School on Woodstock Avenue and the new 
VValrer Filtration Plant next to the city reservoir. 
The long-delayed Zamias Shopping Mall in 
Rutland Town began construction in May, and 
the long-awaited reconstruction of Woodstock 
Avenue began in June. 

June also marked the opening of the State 
Office Building on Merchants Row. Formerly the 
Woolworth and Hulett (Benn-Burry) buildings, 
these historic structures have undergone a mir- 
aculous transformation. For decades, nearly all 
of the 140,000 square feet of space in these 
buildings has remained vacant. But thanks to the 
efforts of the Governor, our legislative delega- 
tion and developers Robert Miller and )ohn A. 
Russell, Jr., it is today the "home" for hundreds 
of state employees and the Social Security Ad- 
ministration, By the end of the year, it is hoped 
that the first floor retail space will be leased and 
open for business. 

With the Zamias Mall nearing its ground 
breaking, the concern for the future of down- 
town's retail district took on new urgency. 
Rutland remained true to its plan, the "On The 
Right Track" report, presented in October of 
1989. The key to downtown's renewed pros- 
perity lies not in competition with the mall, but 
in a planned redirection of downtown's focus. 
But all the attention given the State Office 
Building and the Central Vermont Corporate 
Headquarters has led some to believe that retail 
is being abandoned. This was proven wrong 
when Vermont's largest supermarket — the 
58,000 square foot, $7 million Price Chopper- 
opened its doors for the first time on May 25th. 

Skeptics had claimed that the Rutland market 
couldn't support such a big, fancy store, that past 
problems at the plaza would keep shoppers 
away, and that even if they came it wouldn't 




do anything for the rest of downtown. The skep- 
tics have been proven wrong. The store draws 
a steaciy 25 .000 shoppers a week and has broken 
most prior records for the Price Chopper Super 
Center openings. The downtown Plaza location 
has proven to be ideal, and has improved the 
store's competitive advantage over outlying 
competition. And sharp downtown retailers 
soon began capitalizing on this new traffic. 

At the close of the year, progress on the nine- 
screen, 1300-seat movie complex had assured a 
construction start this year. Once open, this 
"multiplex" cinema will breathe new life into 
downtown's nightlife, which will in turn be a 
boon for central business district nightclubs and 
restaurants. 

With the opening of the State Office Building 
the concern for short- and long-term parking 
became acute. The wisdom of the proposed 
Multi Modal Transit Center grew more and 
more obvious throughout the year, as the Mar- 
ble Valley Regional Transit District moved 
ahead with their plans. 

In eariy May, and with surprisingly little fan- 
fare, site work began on the long-delayed Zamias 
Mall just south of the City in Rutland Town, 
This project had been supported by the City 
ever since vve reached an agreement with the 
developers for compensation to the taxpayers 
for the mall's impacts. The project represents 
nearly 560 million in new investment and over 
1000 new jobs for Rutlanders. And it will 



reverse the decline ot the Rutland region as the 
retail center alaanSiepJt Vermont. 

Construction moved furiously ahead on the 
new Higli School as contractors, suppliers and 
■8^0©]. •officials sought to meet the September 
first opening date. Everyone involved in this 
project deserves high praise for keeping the 
;pjad|i^.^ time and on budget. In spite of costly 
permitting delays and a tight schedule, it was put 
together with a standard of quality rare tor such 
'ISi^fc^p; aM'Was designed and buill'to S0ve 
isafefijl' ^eiaSesas of Rutlanders. 

While the ttew high school is a source of pride 
for Rutlanders, the schedule, petsetttnefartdetn^ 
ricdum changes vvhich have accompanied it prom- 
ise to move the quality of instruction dramati- 
•Bifly forward as well. Ultimately, a building is 
just a building. Whether, what, and how well 
our children learn depends upon what happens 
within that building, not the bitildfhg itself. 
Rutland's educational leadership has wisely used 
this new high school as a catalyst for mstructional 

effective schools in the state, if not the nation. 

The iinprovements to Woodstock Avenue were 
•i^ fe'i^eJ^ing of the scte^'tewgh the 
Act 250 permit. The State Agency of Trans- 
portation "pulled out the stops" to insure that 
■itus overdue upgrade of s main artery wquld be 
completed on time. For a relatively small iitvest- 
raent of about $iJ4,000, the City is receiving$14 
itliUiisn in Woodste*dt AaMiitie improvonaftte. 
Had we not made an issue of it. however, all 
of these costs would have been bourn by Rutland's 
property ^a>e(>i^m0imi^1kmAolM. whilfe 
towns get 100% of their state highway 
maintenance paid by the state.

It is with great pleasure that I submit to you 
my 6th annual report of the City's Office of 
Community Development. As you are aware 
the construction we have planned for has begun 
and in some cases is already completed, tike the 
Price Chopper Super Center and the Asa 
Bloomer office building. 

Next we hope to see the ground broken for 
the new Multi-Modal Transit Center in down- 
town. This project has been on the front burner 
of the Agency of Transportation. With the co- 
operation of the City and U.S. Senator Patrick 
Leahy, the BUS (MVRTD) has pulled this project 
together in record time. And none to soon as 
the need for the parking and the transit link 
becomes more necessary downtown. 

Another development I hope will come to 
fruition as time goes on is the proposed Master 
Development Flan of the Howe Center, I had 
the opportunity to testify in support of the 
million dollar project before the Act 250 District 
Environmental Commission this year. The over- 
all plan proposes eight new buildings and 44. OCX) 
square feet of new commercial space. 

Woodstock Avenue is now complete along 
with improvements to the intersection at Strat- 
ton Road that helped facilitate the opening of 
the new high school. Next, I have submitted the 
paving of North Main Street as a priority for the 
Rutland Region Transportation Council, which 
I serve on as Vice Chairman. The Council will 
request projects from the Vermont Agency of 
Transportation each year as priorities of the 
County. Also on the Council I continue to push 
for needed improvements to the Rutland State 
Airport and 1 remain actively involved in the 
continuing process to site a bypass highway 
around the City, 

The Spruce Street Extension project which we 
received a Sl.SM grant for is ready to begin, 
with the final design now completed. This 
project, which among other things will open up 
the area behind the plaza for through traffic, has 
become an essentia! link to the entire Plaza 
redevelop m en t, 

I continue my work writing and implementing 
grants for the City and have had another sue- 




cessful year. Together with the Rutland County 
Women's Network and Shelter 1 was able to 
secure a $282,360.00 Community Development 
Block Grant for the purchase and renovation of 
their current facility and the building immedi- 
ately next door. This has provided a new and 
an expanded home for RCWNS allowing them 
to expand their services to the community, bi 
addition it has made the facilities accessible to 
people with disabilities. The Rutland County 
Women's Network and Shelter assisted nearly 
2,800 women and children last year. 

I was also successful in obtaining a technical 
assistance grant for the City from the Vermont 
Agency of Transportation for an alignment 
analysis to continue the bicycle/walking path 
another mile north following East Creek and 
ending at Pine Hill Park. A consultant has begun 
work on the first 1.4 mile leg of the path which 
may get under construction as early as fall of 
1995. The City received a grant for this project 
last year. 

1 would like to thank the numerous volunteers 
who have been so committed to making this a 
reality for Rutland. 

Combined, this office has submitted over 
$3.7M in successful grant applications in the last 
six years. In addition 1 have worked to secure 
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over 54. 7M in transpartatigrj f.unds over the 
Same btme pert6t!.

Emergency Management Report 

Ira I Earle III, Director, Emergency Management 
To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 



I respectfully submit the Annual Report for 
the Department of Emergency Management for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1994. 

Throughout the time from July of 1993-June 
1994 the Department was called on for many 
different types of emergencies most usually for 
helping citizens of house fires to locate shelter 
and clothing as needed. However, there were 
several unusual emergencies during this period 
that gave this department an opportunity' to more 
fuJIy use its resources, such as the emergency 
operations plan. The plan was activated on several 
occasions for spills or releases of hazardous 
materials. 

The past winter the Mayor's Emergency Fuel 
fund was used more than had been recorded in 
many years, even more than last year which was 
a record year. Cold weather started in early 
November and did not let up until the middle 
of March, This fund, through the generous con- 
tributions of the area Ecumenical Council and 
others, was able to help sixty-two (62) families 
through the heating season. 

Spring began with high water from several days 
of rain, snow melt and warm weather, although 
the water was high in several areas and the 
possibility of evacuation from these areas was 
imminent, evacuation was not needed. 

As saftey director for the City of Rutland some 
new programs have been started. We have formed 
a safety committee, which includes members 
of both labor and management from all depart- 
ments in city government. This committee meets 
regularly on a monthly basis. The goal is to make 
"safety always first." 

This office has worked with the Vermont 
Emergency Management and the EPA to obtain 
training for the emergency services agencies. 
Several emergency service schools were held for 
the police, fire and dpw such as Haz-Mat 
awareness, cameo (computer aided management 




of emergency operations), blood-bom pathogens, 
confined space entry and others, which are man- 
dated by federal law.

Committee, I was able to obtain a grant in the 
amount of $24,750 for re-writing and review- 
ing all the town plans including Rutland City. 
Federal taw mandates that these plans be reviewed 
and exercised once a year. 

In conclusion, the of lice of Emergency Manage- 
ment has worked with other agencies in controlling 
emergency situations such as spills and releases 
of hazardous materials, fires, and natural disasters. 
Some of the agencies involved were CVPS, Red 
Cross, Salvation Army, BROC, GE and the petro- 
leum dealers. Thank you for your resources and 
assistance.

The Board of Health consists of Robert Beau- 
champ, R. Ph., Ernest Bove, M.D.. and Gordon 
B. Smith, M.D. This board acts in a supportive 
role by assisting and advising the Health Officer 
in matters regarding public health. 

Throughout this past year, both the Health 
Officer and the Board of Health have maintained 
dose supervision over the weekly testing of City 
water, with the cooperation of the water treat- 
ment manager. The Board is continuing to keep 
abreast of the progress of the City W ater Depart- 
ment in its efforb to comply with the mandates 
of the Safe Drinking Water Act. 

During this last year, we again have had 
numerous public health nuisance allegations re- 
quiring investigation, some of which have in- 
volved the help of the Department of Health in 
-Burlington. The bulk of these complaints con- 
cern the improper disposition of refuse and the 
ensuing problems which result from this. 
However, one of the other major problems 
which faced us this past winter was the cold and 
heavy snows. Both of which caused numerous 
problems from lack of heat to frozen water 
services. 

We are in the final stages of preparation for 
the rabies epidemic which is now very close

to us. .Ml parties involved have been working 
closely together to eliminate any problems 
which may arise once the epidemic strikes our 
area.

tt is again my pleasure to subinit the Rutland 
City Police Department Annua] Report to the 
Mayor, Jeffrey Wermberg, the Honorable Board 
of Aldermen, and the Citizens of Rutland. 

Fiscal Year 1993-1994 marked the fourth con- 
secutive year the Police Department has endured 
a reduction in force due to economic adversity. 
Our police officer position (the downtown beat/ 
parking enforcement officer position) was 
eliminated and the B.C.I. Commander Position 
was reduced trom Lieutenant to Sergeant in the 
budget process. This brought the total authorized 
positions in the Department down from 36 to 
35 sworn officers and 9 non-swom civilian posi- 
tions. The reduction was accomplished without 
the need to lay off any personnel. 

With the construction of a new Price Chopper 
Supermarket in the Rutland Shopping Plaza and 
reconfiguration of the Plaza parking lot, coupled 
with the impending construction of a new Cen- 
tral Vermont Public Service Headquarters 



building on the K-Mart site, the Plaza enforce- 
ment duties were lessened. This enabled the 
Parking Deck Attendant to assume the down- 
town parking enforcement responsibility, thereby 
minimizing the impact of the loss of the beat 
officer position. 

Also, to offset some of the impact of the 
reduction in force in recent years. Detective 
LaMoria, who has been assigned to the Southern 
Vermont Drug Task Force, was returned to the 
Criminal Investigations Divisioin full time, His 
primary rsponsibility, drug enforcement, re- 
mains the same, but confined to City Police 
cases. This has enabled LaMoria to assist B.C.I, 
investigations in other cases as needed and to 
coordinate all other criminal cases related to or 
involving drug use. 

Overall enforcement by the Department was 
off from last year. Total arrests were down 
20.2% and motor vehicle violation tickeb issued 
were down 26.2%. Traffic accidents increased

lust as important to the school's future is the 
internal cable and wire that links all the 
liuililifig's rooms <Bld otfices for complete voicfe 
and data transmission, boih ivithin an J williout 
the high school and ihe StartorJ Technical 
Center. 

The new high school and the technical center 
will truly be an educational campus that all city 
residents cars be proud of for many decades. 

Principal Wolk and the staff have also worked 
diligently on revamping the high school instruc- 
tional program and the organization of the 
school day. St!.;dcnts will a tf.cn d t lasses in longer 
blocks ot time ihan (he traditional 42-minute 
Jiiejiotfe and on an every other day basis. All 9th 
and 10th grade students will be exposed to a 
variety of technical school experiences.

Following the construction of the high school, 
the 1994-95 school year will be the year of plan- 
ning and prepaiaHiBi for the reorganization of 
grades K-6. Intensive rehabilitation work will be 
done throughout the school year at Library 
Avenue to pt^n^^e building to receivedB^ 
nated elementary grades. The school commis- 
sioners will be arriving at a decision during the 
'^11 of 19^4 on the placement of VanoiS 
grades and use of building. 

The goal of this reorganization plan is to 
achieve sigriiftco^ tjpe^ional savings for &te- 
citA' schools in jooF-op vvhile at the same time 
enhancing the district's ability to provide equit- 
able educ^Otml experiences foY \hc £ltf4^fit$.. 
This is especially true in all the special ^reasstldl 
as music, art, and library services. 

In the area of personnel, the Board of School 
Commissioners and the Rutland Education 
Association were able to collaboratively nego* 
iJtete a three- year bargrinllig agreement. TWs 
contract will extend to June .^0, 1997. This 
positive win-win approach to negotiaKgi^ 
rraulted in significant changes in negotiatioas 
resulfing in financial benefits for all parties. 

Unfortunately, becau.se state aid to education 
has not kept pace with cost increases, the W94- 
95 school budget .in! ihe impact ot the school 
bonds resulted in a larger than usual tax mcrease 
tOf Jt^port education. However, through the 
reorganizafi on plans, retirement IncenHve plans 
and new ways to cope with and control health 
insurance costs, we believe that the dtstiict is 
positioned to keep fuiype io^ieases under cot^ 
hrol.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and Citizens of the City of Rutland: 



Marble Valley Regional Transit District 
(MVRTD), generally known as "The Bus", is 
entering into its 19th year of service to the resi- 
dents of the greater Rutland area. M\^RTD is the 
largest non-urban public h^ansportation system 
in the State of Vermont and as such provides 
h-ansportation to the general public throughout 
Rutland County, as well as to Social and Human 
Service Agencies, schools and area businesses. 
MVRTD provides an enhanced level of self-suffi- 
ciency for the elderly, disabled, and transportation 
disadvantaged who need transportation or are 
committed to the environmental benefits of 
public transit use. MVRTD has become a valued 
asset to the communities it serves. System rider- 
ship has steadily increased in recent years with 
modifications to "The Bus" fixed route system. 
Also, many rides are furnished to special needs 
people. Approximately 437,000 vehicle miles ac- 
cumulated annually on its fleet of 24 vans and 
medium duty general transit buses, all of which 
are lift equipped and fully accessible. 

Through its operation of the Rutland County 
portion of the Vermont Rideshare program, 
MVRTD has "saved" over 187,000 vehicle miles 
over the last 12 months by providing carpool 
options. Of the over 13,000 carpool trips arranged 
this year, 70% brought commuters into the City 
of Rutland to work. 



MVRDT's free transportation service to eli^ble 
Medicaid and Reach-Up individuals has increased 
from last year's 28,000 rides to over 30,000 rides 
this year, continuing MVRTD's status as the 
second largest Medicaid transportation provider 
in the State of Vermont. 

Complementary paratransit services are 
available for those individuals whose disability 
prevents the use of fixed route service. 

The Multi -Modal Transit Center is proceeding 
toward becoming a reality which will be an im- 
portant factor in the economic well being of the 
City of Rutland. The Multi -Modal Transit Center 
will provide a transit hub for the City of Rutland 
and Rutland County. It will also contribute much 
needed parking for the new State Office Build- 
ing, other planned projects and the general 
public with the creation of approximately 600 
new parking spaces. 

In times of uncertain and expensive energy 
supplies, environmental issues, traffic conges- 
tion, and high costs of road construction, public 
transit is t>ecoming increasingly more important. 
We appreciate the financial and moral support 
of the elected officials and taxpayers of the 
murucipaiities that guarantee Marble Valley 
Regional Transit District's continued success.

Rutland Redevelopment Authority respect- 
fully submits this Annual Report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1994. 

During the last year, the redevelopment effort 
began to show visible results. Years of planning 
and quiet negotiations yielded the first in what 
will be a series of major construction projects. 
Within the next three years, our central business 
district will undergo changes unparalleled in 
Rutland in the 20th century. Rutlanders can take 
pride in what is happening. 

In late 1992, final negotiations were com- 
pleted on a contract between the City, Central 
Vermont Public Service and Net Realty Trust 
for a major redevelopment of the Rutland Shop- 
ping Plaza, After careful consideration, the Board 
of Aldermen approved the contract and set the 
wheels in motion. 

Ground was broken for the Plaza renovation 
in the fall of 1993. Construction continued at 
a breakneck pace through the winter and in May 
1994, Price Chopper Supermarkets cut the rib- 
bon on the largest supermarket in the State of 
Vermont, hlandsomety designed of red brick in 
a manner reminiscent of the railroad buildings 
that stood on the site in times past, the store 
made the first visible statement of the high 
standards to be applied to new downtown build- 
ings. The community was delighted. In its first 
months the store has exceeded Price Chopper's 
expectations. 

At the same time, another example of Rutland's 
push for the future was taking shape on Mer- 
chants Row: the new State Office Complex. 
Blending new construction with one of down- 
town's most significant historic buildings, the 



project makes a dear statement about downtown s 
ablLty to provide first class office space in a com- 
petitix-e market. The first tenants will move in 
at the very beginning of the new fiscal year. By 
the time next year's annual report is written, the 
State Office Complex will be a fully operational 
hub for downtown activity. 

Other existing programs continue to produce 
good results. Rutland Partnership, the non-profil 
organization that manages the downtown special 
benefit district under contract to the Redevelop- 
ment Authority, has launched the most com- 
prehensive retail enhancement program ever 
undertaken in Rutland, Professional research is 
being done to identify specific market oppor- 
tunities for downtown businesses. This will be 
followed by an aggressive recruitment effort. 
Promotions and special events keep downtown 
in the public eye. Rutland's downtown busi- 
nesses are working together as never before, 
with impressive results. 

More projects will follow in the coming year. 
Very quickly, Rutiandere will reap the rewards 
for their persistence and patience. Redevelop- 
ment will increase the downtown assessment 
base by more than 60%. generating more than 
$750,000 in "neyir tax revenues and easing the 
burden on residential properties. Commercial 
growth brings with it increased opportunities to 
create new jobs. But perhaps most importantly, 
these projects will give Rutlanders the high 
quality downtown they want and deserve. It is

We are pleased to present our annual report 
to the Citizens of the City of Rutland, Regional 
Ambulance Service, Inc has continually provided 
emergency and non-emergency ambulance ser- 
vice for eleven years. From 1 983 to the end of 
this year Regional has responded to 37,989 am- 
bulance calls. This past year, ending June 30, 
1994, the sert'ice responded to a total of 5,233 
ambiJance calls and an additional 1,606 Paramedic 
intercept calls in our 12 communities. 

With the continued support of the citizens, 
our employees, and community governing bodies, 
we have level funded and even lowered our 
assessment rate over the past !0 years. Our cur- 
rent assessment rate is So per capita. We extend 
our appreciation to everyone for their continued 
support. 

The additional ambulance garage bay was 
completed and an ambulance, with over 100,000 
miles on it, was replaced. Our building was up- 
dated with new energy efficient lighting and in- 
sulated garage doors were installed. The billing 
office upgraded their capabilities to do electronic 
billing to Medicare. These improvements were 
all made in an effort to cost efficiently and pro- 
fessionally ser\'e the public. 

Training is very important for the professional 
development of our personnel. Over this past 
year there has been training provided in Pre- 
Hospita] Trauma Life Support, Pediatric Advanced 
life Support, Advanced Cardiac Life Support. 
Bloodbome Pathogens, Emergency Vehicle Op- 
erations, and a variety of mandatory training to 
maintain our personnel's certifications.
